1. The amount due to the National Debt Commissioners, on account of the original Repayment of 
loan of 9,000,000/. for carrying out the provisions of the Irish Church Acts, was further Church Lean, 
diminished during the year by the payment of 272,510/. 8s. 3d. for principal, leaving 
2,329,513/. 3s. outstanding on 31st March 1893. 

2. With reference to the error in calculating the amount shown as prospectively Revision of 
collectible on account of Land Annuities (Collection Account, No. 1), which was referred ColIection Accounts, 
to in paragraph 5 of my Report of last year, I have to report that the item in question 

has been investigated and revised by the Land Commission, and that the corrected figures 
are now embodied in Statement III., No. 1, p. 8. As the result of this investigation 
it has been found that the amount shown as prospectively collectible on account of 
Land Annuities had not been overstated by 15,196/. 19s. 3d., as had previously appeared 
to be the case, but that, on the contrary, the amount collectible had been understated by 
5,657/. 8s. 4 d. This amount has accordingly been added to the Balance shown as 
outstanding on the 31st March 1892, viz., 1,033,125/. Os. 10 d., and the corrected balance 
of 1,038,782/. 9s. 2d. has been brought forward in the present Account. Statement VI., 

No. 1, p. 11, has also been revised, and now shows in detail the disposal of the sum of 
950,000/. borrowed from the National Debt Commissioners for the purposes of the Arrears 
of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1882. 

3. The particulars of the amounts written off the rentals will be found on p. 9. The Amounts remitted 
sum of 1/. Os. 5 d. has been deducted from the Tithe Rental for the Diocese of Armagh, or written off - 
being the loss caused by the sale of Guaranteed Land Stock, which had been erroneously 

received in payment of arrears of Tithe Rent Charge. Under Section 17 of the Purchase 
of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, the Land Commission is authorised to accept Guaranteed 
Land Stock in redemption of Tithe Rent Charge, but apparently not in payment of 
arrears. 


4. Correspondence has taken place between my Department and the Land Commission Arrears of Tithe 
on the subject of the arrears of Tithe Rent Charge outstanding on the 31st March 1893. Rent CIiarf?e ' 
These arrears, I am informed, are, to a great extent, of recent date, and since the 
31st March 1893 have either been paid or are in course of payment. With regard 
to the remainder, I am assured by the Commissioners that every endeavour will be 
made to enforce payment, hut that owing to difficulties in legally establishing their claims, 
and to the disproportionate expense of collection in many cases, a deficit of appreciable 
amount must be anticipated. 


5. The Balance outstanding on account of advances made to the Commissioners of Public Repayment of 

Works, under 43 Viet. c. 4, and 43 & 44 Viet. c. 14, is shown in Statement V., p. 10.
